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Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fail to teach or suggest individually or in combination a 
method for load balancing for a plurality of graphics processors configured to operate in 
parallel, wherein the method identifies the uniquely distinct steps of: " determining, an 
imbalance between respective loads of two of the plurality of graphics processors based 
on a feedback data and, in response to detecting an imbalance, decreasing a size of a 
first portion of the display area that is rendered by a more heavily loaded one of the two 
graphics processors and increasing a size of a second portion of the display area that is 
rendered by the other one of the two graphics processors" (as per claims 1 and 19). 
These distinct steps of the present claims invention have not found to be anticipated, 
suggested or made obvious by the prior art of record, either singularly or in combination.
